Fooled Everyone 

Old Mother Nature dumped generous 
quantities of precipitation ncrosft south- 
ern Idaho this spring and fooled every- 
one For several years. Nature has been 
rather niggardly with rain and snow 
across the watersheds of southern Idaho. 
Springs that were never known to be dry 
I before were nothing but dust, soil dried 
I to unprecedented depths and less water 
than ever drained from the hills into res- 
ervoirs. 

Last winter was no exception. Snow 
depths were below normal and as the 
anow season faded, experts predicted 
farmers across southern Idaho would 
have another dry year. On the basis of 
past experiences, it was the only possible 
prediction. 

Then in May; unusual rains started 
saturating the whole region. Prolonged 
rains virtually without precedent have 
brought record precipitation across 
Bouthern Idaho. It was something that 
■ couldn't .happen, but it did. 

That's the basis for an argument rag- 
ing between a small group of farmers 
. ardund Idaho Palls and officials of the 

bureau of reclamation, who are charged 

with operation of moat Snake river, res- 
ervoirs. The raina sneaked up on bureau 
officials and before they were scarcely 
aware of it, their reservoirs were full. 
Still the rains didn't stop. Caught with 
their reservoirs filled to the brim, bu- 
reau officials had no possible means of 
regulating flow of Snake river, The un- 
expected quantity of water just had to 
come down the channel. 

So the farmers charge "mismanage- 
ment" of flood control gates on Palisades 
reservoir. That's just not so. Bureau of 
reclamation officials were looking at past 
records. If the past had held good for 
the- present, they would have been 
pratBed as seers for filling the reservoirs. 
The region has juat never had anything, 
comparable- to -the heavy, continuing 
rains after such a dry winter. 

Another welcome surprise has been 
pulled on Salmon tract farmers, too. 
Earlier, before It became clear unusual 
rains were piling up truly unusual mois- 
ture, farmers had been warned to expect 
their driest season in something like 82 
years. They also were told spring rains 
possibly could improvtvthe picture, but 
the rains would have to be heavier and 
more prolonged than anything In the rec- 
ords. It happened. 

Whether the long and rare spring 
rainy spell will continue remains to be 
. seen. It's also not possible at this point 
to know if the rare wetness heralds an 
end of a long period of drought. Next 
winter will answer that question. Moth- 
er Nature has proved once again that if 
there's anything certain about weather, 
It's the uncertainty. 

WAITED TOO LONG 
Unfortunately, President Kennedy has 
waited far too long to try for new civil 
' rights legislation out of congress. The 
legislation he's asking now should have 
been sought two years ago when hia 
campafgn promises were still reasonably 
fresh in everyone's mind. If President 
Kennedy had made a determined effort 
to gain new civil rights legislation dur- 
Ing his first six months In office, per- 
haps the nation would not bo facing the 
racial turmoil that's boiling now. 

However, the President is no guiltier 
-than anyone else. The wholo nntlon has 
to share the blame for not rooognizlng 
the obvious signs of racial unrest long, 
ago. An excellent time to have pressed 
for equal treatment would have bcon im- 
mediately following World war II. Al- 
though even solectlvo service dlscrlmln 
ntcd between bhick unit white, mnny 
Negroes served thoir nation In time of 
war. Equal treatment In time of peace 
'would have been a filling reward, 

The flvo-poitit civil rights program 
' which President Kennedy 1ms nont to 
congress will eervo only to bIow even 
more the IcglHlfitlvo wheels, Congrens 
has been in Reunion for months with few 
accomplishments worth noting, Pratt- 
, dent Kennedy has submitted message 
after message to the lawmakers to the 
extent they are completely snowed under 
by administrate requests for !egls|«- 
tion. 

Instead of speeding up, congress Is 
scheduled for further slowing as the v 
cation season and summer progress. Trw 
nationally, not a great deal is accomplish

j Rooney Is a New York Demo-

a year" by eliminating a private traiqbased In 
Bohn. Such exercises in frugality have^oeeome s 
career with Rooney. and perhaps It Is time 
put his face on a stamp, or somothlng. 

SYMBOLIC CHOO-CHOO— Rooney discovered 
fast March that our ambassador 'to Oermany had 
a private three-cor train, wltH a crew of eight 
Including a headwalter, an assistant waiter and 
a sleeping -car conductor. He did a little investi- 
gating and then brtiueht up the matter at a 
subcommittee hearing when Assistant Secretary 
of Btate William R. Tyler took the stand. 

Tyler told Rooney the train "symbolized the 
U 8. commitment to Berlin." that It was used for 
ambassadorial trips from Bonn across Communist 
East aermany .to Berlin. He said if the train were 
abandoned. West BerJJners might regard it as a 
tcakcnlng of American interest In Berlin, 
Hal replied Rooney, but wasn't it a fact that 
only eight of the train's H trips In 1963 were to 
Berlin? 

PLEASURE BOUND — Then, without wafting 
for a reply, Rooney reported that the other trips 
made by the train were to such comfy-coiy 
places iu the Bavarian Alps, Berchtsegaden and 
other resorts, and assorted cities only an hour 
from Bonn by car. It also was used. Rooney said, 
to take the ambassador to dinner parties and 
for slght-swlng Junket*. 1 

Tyler heard Rooney out, and then went dock 
to the state departmenf where an order was 
hastily Issued discontinuing this posh passenger 
service. , „ , . 

Even In this era of the fast buck, the train 
seemed a trifle euperflous. After *U, it was not 
as If the ambassador to Bonn— now George Mc- 
Ohee— would be reduced to hitch-hiking If his 
cboo-choo were taken away. He's also got a. tax- 
financed Cadillac and chauffeur at his dispoaaj, 
and can borrow an- airplane from the air force 
for long trips. No American ambassador has yet 
been caught in a trolley car or a cross-town bus. 



LITTLE LUXURIES— It is true a train haa-lts 
advantages. Even a Cadillac seldom sports a din- 
ing room, and those plush VIP flying machines 
of our military sometimes run short of vintage 
wines on a longish flight. But both are capable 
of transporting an ennui-ridden diplomat to a 
soothing ski resort. And, anyway, it is the Amer- 
ican tradition to rough It a bit in the service 
of your country. 

As for the train's preatige value to the prosper- 
ous West Berllners. Uncle Sam. will Just nave 
to take the chance of their being plunged Into a 
statu ot mass depression. But It the Kremlin 
claims a victory on this one. Congressman 
Hooney'a conscience need not bear the full bur- 
den or guilt. A lot of taxpayers will be glad to 
help him worry about It-for 1119,000 a year. 



Views of Others 



WATCHING EVERY WORDT 
The supreme court this week followed prece- 
dent in upholding government use of electronic 
devices to obtain evidence, but neither precedent 
nor the law has been able to keep up with what 
Chief Justice Warren terms "the fantastic ad- 
vances In the Held of electronic! communication." 

In a «-3 decision. Justice Harlan affirmed the 
oonrloUoR of a Massachusetts inn keeper accused 
ot trying to bribe a treasury agent. The agent 
used a concealed recorder to obtain evidence of 
the- bribe offer. While the defendant charged 
this was unreasonable search prohibited by the 
fourth amendment, Justice Harlan pointed out 
that the recorder merely confirmed evidence 
that the agent might have reproduced from 
memory or obtained by other means. 

Justice Brennan, speaking also tor Justice 
Douglas and Goldberg, thought the fourth 
amendment had been violated. And he argued 
that It there was no rule to exclude recorded evi- 
dence, there should be. But so far the court has 
developed no such rule, and there la no law on 
the subject. The communications act prohibit* 
wiretapping, but this case did not Involve wire- 
tapping, and the court has not always seemed 
consistent In interpreting the act. 

The fact la that wiretapping la only one of 
the many means o[ mechanical eavesdropping' 
today. It la possible to listen to conversations 
across considerable distances and even through 
walls without wire connections. And new devices, 
Chief Justice Warren warned, "constitute a great 
danger to the privacy of the Individual." 

We think It is up to congress to consider this 
Increasing problem, and the means of restricting 
official and unofficial use of electronic snoop- 
ing. Justice Brennan 'a dissenting words may not 
have been applicable to the Immediate case, but 
they might portend the fulure when he said, 
"In a free society, people ought not to have to 
watch their every word so carerully." A nation 
of word -watch era, fearful of the electronic 
or authority or their neighbors, would not be 
the nation we have known.— at Louis Post-Dis- 
patch.

After 16 years of preparing for 
Jobs, graduates ire pouring out 
of colleges Just now — and many 
are being plunked right Into cor- 
porate versions 
of classrooms. 

Most who have 
already traveled 
the post-college, 
course of com- 
training I 
say they found 
it worthwhile. 
But many are 1 
critical of thelri 
business - type 
teachers. - 

Almost »ir ot 
the 2.000 or so companies that 
recruit prospects In the nation's 
colleges — at an average cost 
of (1,000 per graduate hired — 
have some sort of program for 
teaching them the facts of cor- 
porate life. The companies, and 
most Of the graduates who have 
gone through the company mil], 
«ive tha-resulU-hlgh.marka In. 
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survey by the national Industrial 
conference board. 

But one of last year's trainees 
says hls-most-valuable experience 
was "the training program that 
I endured." He explains: 

'I decided If I could put up 
with all that I did on the pro- 
gram, I could put up with any- 
thing. And I have. I have been 
called on for many things that I 
don't think a well-organiied pro- 
grain would have taught me. 
Like cadets, I wouldn't do It 
again but I am proud to have 
gone through it." 

More typical perhaps was an- 
other's appraisal of his com- 
pany's policy of easing a trainee 
Into a problem and letting him 
solve It himself. He says: "This 
soif -development gave me 
ability to make decisions that 
were my own, and not decisions 
that follow from someone telling 
me how to make the decision." 

Views of 1,074 graduates who 
have completed training were 
tabulated by the conference 
board. Tha large majority called 
their business supervisors capa- 
ble. But 301 found the Instruc- 
tion weak and without challenge, 
and 170 labeled the training too 
academic and short on actual 
doing. Soma echoed tha. post- 
trainee who said: 

"Some supervisors did not un- 
derstand the purpose «f the 
training program, and showed 
little or no Interest In my pres. 
once on the Job." 

"A college education Is not es- 
sential for success In a training 
course," another reported, "nor 
In a Job afUrwnrda." 

Speaking for the majority was 
the college grnq who sums up 
this way; "Tile constant move- 
ment from department to de- 
partment made my first year ex- 
citing and challenging. 

Working In various areas made 
the complex system seem slmpli 
and of course working with no' 
people gives a Rood IusIrIu Into 
the type of people and their 
feelings about the bosses! 
system and their particular Jobs.

Instead ot Joining the game of 
playing .politics with "human 
misery" and "human rights." the 
Hrpublkran party ought to capi- 
talize Its tradition as set bj 
Abraham Lincoln.

"rJcgro leadership should mike 
clear that, with civil rights, goes 
civil responsibility. 

In order to make advances 
meaningful, there must- be radi- 
cal educational improvements to 
re-equlp migrant agricultural 
workers for the contemporary 
competition In our highly auto- 
mated Industrial society, Dr 
James Conant and other educa- 
tors have drawn up blueprints 
for changing curricula to meet 
the new economic challenges. 

It Is a mistake to clothe the 
Whole effort to utilize American 
human resources more effective- 
ly as a mandate to the effect 
that Negroes can do no wrong. 
The great hope is that minori- 
ties Will be treated as people- 
not as a propaganda stereotype. 

The analogy of labor unions 
gives a key to -sensible and 
statesmanlike action. There was 
militant political ~ movement 
some 29 years ago during the de- 
pression to balance the scales In 
bargaining by strengthening the 
position of unions through pas- 
sage of the Wagner act, some- 
times called the Magna Carta of 
labor. The New Deal spoke about 
"historic wrongs" to labor, and 
converted "labor," into an emo- 
tionally loaded symbol of virtue. 
Accordingly, anyone connected 
with the labor movement auto- 
matically became a "good guy"j 
— sacred and protected from 
criticism and , audit. Any ques- j 
tlonlng of wrongdoing and rack-' 
eteering by Union officials was 1 
condemned as "labor baiting." 

Bu t o nly th ls-mb n t h . I n on_efc-[ 
fort to deal with the current ra- ' 
cial tensions President Kennedy 
summoned to the White-House a* 
large group of leaders of labor 
unions and asked them to dis- 
continue discrimination In un- 
ions. Union leaders promised to' 
end bias within the union move- 
ment where It exists. 

This is recorded In no spirit ot 
criticizing unions, which, like 
other lnstltutons, reflected the 
customs and atttudes of the 
time. But the important point Is 
that a union, like a business 
corporation, Is not good nor bnd 
Its quality depends on Its 
specif lo character and behavior. 
The emotional attitude that un- 
are necessarily good and 
that corporations are automati- 
cally bad leads to foolishness. 

This principle should be ap- 
plied to the present situation 
The President, the congress and 
public opinion should not ascribe 
perfection to a minority group, 
nor should It permit propaganda 
pressure groups to take over the 
responsibility for formulating 
policies, The minority will get 
optimum results If they rely on 
the constitution, and ask foi 
equal treatment for alt Ameri- 
cans, but for no special consider- 
itlon, For, if In moments of ex- 
hilaration, a minority gets tem- 
porary preferential treatment as 
as offset to earlier hlstorlo mis- 
treatment, such handling will In 

generate hostility and 
position. . 

In order to achieve their full 
role In American life, minorities 
should supplement legal rlfllit* 
with In ere lining efforts toward 
self Improvement and personal 
development, pigmentation has 
no bearing on talents', and Ne- 
groes have demonstrated the ca- 
pacity to develop personalities ol 
the highest talents nnd cnpnblll- 
ties in all walloi of life. They can 
be proud of their contribution to 
national excellence. 

The ultimate accept a net 
minorities must be voluntary, 
Love nnd affection ennnot bo 
IcgUlnled. Americanism hhmild 
be based on respect tor Ollfcr 
ences, not on any attempt to en 
force conformity.

Humanity was poised on the verge of flight 
»t the turn of the 20th century. Indeed, some 
wen had alresdy flown: Le Bris In France, 
Montgomery f« California, Chanute's students 
In Indiana. Some had died in crashes: Lllien- 
Vial in Germany, Pileher in England. 

But these were all short hops In crude glid- 
ers. Sustained, controlled, powered flight was 
yet to come. Yet when It did come, on Dec. 17, 
1B03, at Kitty Hawk, N.C.. . men hardly took 
note, leist of all in Amerlcar — 

Born in America, (he air age began growing 
up in Europe. Before men realized it, Bleriot 
had flown across the English Channel. Other 
adventurers were staying up for hours and 
jaaching heights of many thousands of feet. - 



Tlien, less than II years after its invention, 
the airplane began to undergo forced develop- 
ment in the deadly skies above France, achiev- 
ing new speeds, maneuverability, endurance, 
strength. In 1815, it was not a "missile gap"- 
but an "airplane gap" that alarmed sleepy, 
isolationist America. 

It was in that year that Congress established 
a National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics 
and President Wilson appointed the original 
12-man nonSalarled committee. NACA was 
given a bydget^.SS.OOOJorJhe first _year and 
had no paid employes for months. 

But within a few years, NACA'a "scientific 
laboratory research in aeronautics" began to 
pay oft. Among its notable accomplishments: 



• The NACA engine cowling, which increased^ 
speeds by 15 per cent. • Over 100 different 
airfoils, many still used today. • The laminar 
flow wing, used on the famed P-51 Mustang. 

After World War II (where victory in the 
air was made possible because of NACA's great 
backlog of basic knowledge built over the 
years), NACA turned to work on Jets and noso 
cones for missiles. An NACA engineer de- 
signed the pinched-walst fuselage 'that enabled 
jets to slip through the erstwhile barrier of 
sound. 

Still, the emphasis was on aeronautics, not 
astronautics. Space was far away— until- Oct 
4. 1057.
